man, he soent in the west and south 
traveling and working at his trade— 
carpentering. He was a son of Mat- 
thew Davidson, whose father, Col 
Samnel 
Davidson, was one of the 


pioneer settlers of this seet'on. Col- 
onel Davidson was a tanner and erect- 
ed one of the first tanneries in Bedford 
county, probably as early as 1770. He 
served as county commibsioner during 
the revolutionary war and afterward. 


Major Davidson's father died in 1325, 


when the former was ten years old,and 
his mother bound him aa an appren- 
tice to her brother, So'omon Fi lar, to 
learn the trade of a carpenter, which 
he followed until incapacitated by 
age. 
As contractor and builder he 


erected the Catholic church and a 
number of residences in Bedford; he 
also superintended the construction ot 
the main buildings at the Bedford 
Springs and the Arandale. 


Major Davidson was united in mar- 


riage to Miss Mary Waiters in 1340 by 
the Rev. Dr. Bradberry, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church at this place. 
This marriage was one of the most 
notable nuptial events of that period, 
because of the prominence of the con- 
tracting parties. On the wedding day 
business was suspended in Bedford. 
His good and beloved wife preceded 
him to the other world on February 4, 
1391. The surviving children are Mrs. 
Ellen R. Home, John W. Davidson, 
Justice of the Peace Harry C David- 
son and Mrs. John E. E:eboltz, of Bed- 
ford. Mrs. Catharine Bagley, of Bed- 
ford, is a sister of the deceased. 


Major Davidson had an excellent 


memory and was an entertaining con- 
versationalist. His narration of inci- 
dents of "ye olden time" was most in- 
teresting. When in the scuth he wit- 
nessed a thrilling boat race between 
the Moselle and the Belle of St. Louis, 
one of which, after a great burst of 
speed, blew up, killing a large number 
of the hundred passengers on board. 
He often described the old court house 
and jail at Bedford and the yard, in 
wh'ch there was once a whipping post 
and stocks, where men were flogged 
and had their ears cut eft' in the reign 
o( George III. 


Up until a few months before his 


death Major Davidson was able to go 
about and frequently came down town, 
where he was warmly greeted by his 
host of frierds, for whom he always 
had a cheerful salutation. He was a 
consistent member of the Lutheran 
church, a valued citizen, a man of in- 
flexible integrity. 
The funeral ser- 


vices were held Tuesday afternoon 
and were conducted by his pastor, 
Rev. M. L. Culler, assisted by Rev. 
George Laidy, of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church.

HAERISBUBQ, February 25.—It shall 


be lawful for the county commissioners 
of any county of this commonwealth 
at any time, at least three weeks prior 
to any general, municipal, township or 
special election, for any reason that 
may seem proper to them, upon a peti- 
tion of at least ten qualified electors of 
any township 
election division, to 


change the polling place of said town- 
ship or election division; provided, 
however, that the said county commis- 
sioners may in their discretion direct 
that an election be held to settle the 
question as to where the said polling 
place shall be located. 


The jury commissioners of the sever- 


al counties shall have authority to ap- 
point a competent person as their clerk 
and to pay his compensation, not to 
exceed five dollars per day, for any day 
actually employed by him with said 
commissioners in filling the jury wheel 
or in drawing jurors. 


Any merchant,manufacturer, retailer 


or dealer doing business within this 
commonwealth who shall offer, jive or 
sell any purchaser or customer any 
ticket or tickets, check or checks, trad- 
ing or premium stamps, or other token 
or memoranda entitling such purchaser 
or customer to demand or receive money 
or any article of value from any per- 
son, firm or corporation shall be deem" 
ed guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be sentenced to pay a 
fine of not less than one hundred dol- 
lars nor exceeding five hundred dollars 
or sufff r imprisonment not exceeding 
ninety days or either, or both, at dis- 
cretion of the court.
